Paragraph [0038] has been amended to read as follows: 
[0038] The free layer 246 adjoins the spacer layer 244, and may be formed, for 
example of NiFe, CoFe, or other materials or laminates, to a thickness that may be in a 
range between about one nanometer and fifty nanometers. The free layer 246 may 
have a track-width dimension and thickness that are similar to those of the first section 
252, to encourage magnetostatic coupling between the layers 252 and 246. An 
electrically conductive nonmagnetic coupling layer 251 may be formed , typ i cal l y to 
th i ckn e ss of about on e nanomotor, of ruth e n i um (Ru), chrom i um (Cr), rhodium (Rh), 
i rid i um ( I r), copp e r (cu), or a l loys of thes e metals to strongly couple the free layer 246 
to the bias structure 250. The first layer 252 of the bias structure 250 may be formed of 
soft magnetic materials such as permalloy or hard magnetic materials such as cobalt- 
based alloys, may have a thickness that is in a range between about two nanometers 
and fifty nanometers. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach nor suggest the magnetic sensor as 
claimed, wherein a ferromagnetic bias layer structure is separated from a free layer by 
an electrically conductive nonmagnetic spacer layer and has a first section extending 
between two edges in the track-width direction such that ends of the free layer are 
magnetically coupled to the edges of the first section and a second section that is 
separated from the electrically conductive spacer layer by the first section, the second 
section extending at least twice as far as the first section in the track-width direction.
